There are many diferent causes of 


jaundice. Anything which stops-the 
^bile • passages will cause the bile to 
.jreabsocb into the blood. If too much 
'blood is destroyed in the tissues of 
thV body, too much bile pigment is 
let loose in the blood stream. 


If the liver cells are greatly dam- 


aged by inflammation or infection, 
the function of the liver is interfered 
with and bile- gets into the blood. 


Some forms of jaundice, caused by 


changes in the functions of the body, 
"interfere with the usual working of 
^he mechanism for taking .care pf 
blood that is destroyed and for de- 
veloping bile. 


Then, too there may be many dif- 


ferent causes associated with block- 
ing of the bile passages. It may be 
caused by a gallstone, by an inflam- 
mation resulting from any one of a 
number of different infections, by tu- 
mors which press on the bile passages 
and by parasites of various kinds. 


There are also certain diseases of 


the body affecting the blood-forming 
organs, such as pernicious anemia and 
such infections as malaria and black 
water fever, which destroy blood so 
rapidly that jaundice results.

I but a sword. I think we are dcnlnig 
with a couple of Catalines and that it 
is high time for somebody to say so." 


Reverting to the 
time President 


Roosevelt lock office two years ago.

Father Coughlin's plan, he warned,

He portrayed Senator 
Long as a "plausible Punchinello" and 
"an able little devil." 


General Johnson said he was cer- 


tain Father Coughlin was sincere, but 
misguided. He went on: 


"Covered in his designs by the sanc- 


tity of the robe he wears, by the cheap 
strategy of appealing to the envy of 
those who have nothing for those who 
have something, he has become the 
active political head of an active po- 
litical party." 


The priest, said the speaker, was a

fish in the net of the holy

General Johnson said he was sure
